Dear Harold, 

I've received your letters of 7/26 and 7/28. Thanks for your favorable 
comments on my guide to the original CIA release. 

Under separate cover, I have sent an additional 51 pages of notes on the 
CIA files. I hope you find some of this material useful. 

I haven't seen what you added to PW about the Z film. There must be more 
in the CIA file; in the material they released, they referred to a previous 
submission to the Rockefeller Commission on this topic. The whole NPIC study 
is very peculiar. For one thing, why would the CIA then have to ask the 
Warren Commission for a copy of the Z film about a year later, if they already 
had one? 

You asked about the mail intercepts. Colby told CBS that letters going 
both ways had been intercepted, but there is nothing I recall in the CIA file 
(including Colby's memo about his conversation with CBS) which confirms 
this Interception. I heard that the Abzug Subcommittee did look into this, 
and that apparently just one Oswald letter had been intercepted. 

You asked if I had anything on defectors that might be relevant to the 
withheld 1/21/64 transcript; I don't think I do. 

I assume you haven' t had reason recently h to change your opinions of the 
House Committee. Some people are trying to be optimistic.
